Contingent upon passage Congress the Fed- 
eral Budget Act which provides $150,000,000 for hos- 
pital construction throughout the Nation, California 
will able add more local hospital and health 
facilities the already built being built with 
federal and state financial aid. (As August Con- 
gress had not passed the Federal Budget Act.) 

The new units would add 1,065 beds the 1,892 
beds previously provided the construction program.

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Pilot Study Diarrheal Diseases 
Begins San Joaquin Valley 


intensive study the problem diarrheal dis- 
eases the San Joaquin Valley began July 1st and 
will continue through the remainder 1950. Agencies 
cooperating the project include the State Depart- 
ment Public Health, the National Institutes 
Health (USPHS), the Fresno City and County Health 
Department, and Fresno General Hospital. 

For many years the San Joaquin Valley counties 
have consistently shown high incidence diarrhea 
and enteritis, with many infant deaths from these 
causes. 1948 the infant death rate from diarrhea 
and enteritis was three times that the State 
whole (5.5 infant deaths per thousand live births 
compared with state rate 1.8). 

Last winter and spring state and local agencies 
their attention many aspects the valley 
problem, including housing, sanitary facilities, nutri- 
tion and general health problems agricultural 
workers. One recommendation coming from series 
conferences called for the study diar- 
rheal diseases which now progress.

Cases diarrhea and enteritis have not been 
reportable except among newborn hospitals. Thus, 
available information limited.

The project proposes attack 
the most commonly accepted agents first, 
shigella and salmonella. Only certain population groups 
are being included the current pilot study.
